Mr. Lloyd George 
managed to put off the evil hour, 
but his fatal flair for makeshift com- 
promises, coupled with his hopeless attempt 
to keep the direction of a hémisphere’s 
politics in his own hands, finally encom- 
passed his downfall. Now that he has re- 
tired from the British Premiership, the 
nations are waiting anxiously for a de 
claration of policy by his successor. Mr. 
Bonar Law has not consented to make a 
Government, pending his acceptance as 
leader of the Conservative Party; but the 
delay is merely a matter of form, and in 
all probability Parliament will be dis- 
solved next week. One of the very first 
problems which will confront the new Ad- 
ministration alter the general election will 
be the question of a foreign policy. Mr. 
Bonar Law is not an expert in foreign 
affairs, but his lack of experience in this 
respect is more likely to be an advantage 
than a drawback, 

When Mr. Lloyd George went to the 
Paris Conference he knew virtually nothing 
about the history and geography of Europe. 
His famous remark about Teschen . has 
become a classic, Yet he persisted in 
directing the nation’s foreign policy, very 
often without any reference to the Foreign 
Office, and most of his many mistakes had 
their origin in this initial fault. Mr. 
Lloyd George is a brilliant man, but 
foreign policy requires something more 
than individual genius. Above all, it 
must be consistent, and Mr. Lloyd George 
kept the nations of Europe in a condition 
of constant uncertainty. He worked on 
no settled principle and his plans often 
changed from week to week. The methods 
of diplomacy which President Wilson. 
brought to Europe and which were so 
‘readily adopted by Mr. Lloyd George have 


failed. Now, we hope, the less spec- 
tacular methods of ‘the professional 
diplomatists will come into their own 
again, Mr. Bonar Law is very unlikely 


to fall into the trap which caught his 
predecessor. No doubt, he will leave 
the conduct of our foreign relations com- 
pletely in the hands of the Foreign Office, 
which exists for that purpose and numbers 
among its officials some of the greatest 
experts in the world. Ultimately, how- 
the Prime Minister must lay down 
the guiding lines of the nation’s policy. 
He must adopt a definite series of broad 
principles, within the four corners of 
which the Foreign Office will wave a free 
hand.

The silver-ware and 
glass-ware which were made in Dublin and 
the South during the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries are famous through- 
out the world. Much of this precious 
stuff has left the country in recent years, 
and to-day there is an eager market for it 
in London and the United States. If our 
museums and galleries are not to be im- 
poverished, if the traditions of Irish art 
are to survive in our schools, the best 
examples must be kept. at home. Mr. 
Westropp’s appeal would have been im- 
portant at any time in the last twenty 
years, but to-day it is especially cogent. 
Hitherto the persons who sold rare objects 
of art out of the country have been their 
lawful owners: the traffic has been limited 
by sentiment and family pride. During 
the present disorders, however, country 
mansions have been plundered on a huge 
scale, and a very large amount of valuable 
property, including old paintings, silver 
and glass-ware, must have passed into law- 
less hands. There have been signs of more 
than rustic intelligence in some of these 
robberies—shown, for instance, in the re- 
moval of eighteenth century mantel- 
pieces. This loot belongs in law to the 
persons from whom it has been taken, 
whether they are now in Ireland or in 
exile. If they receive public compensa- 
tion for their losses, it will belong to the 
Free State. It is very desirable, therefore, 
that the Provisiona] Government shall 
take immediate steps to prohibit the export 
of these irreplaceable things from Ire- 
land. Old silver, with its meticulous hall. 
marks, is the most easily identifiable of 
all works of art, and we have no doubt 
that any measures taken by our own 
Parliament would have the good-will and 
co-operation of the British Government. 
The stational treasures which the State 
may lose, if it takes no action, fall into two 
categories—those which their proper 
owners, perhaps under pressure of dire 
distress, may seek to sell abroad, and 
those which the present possessors have 
acquired by violent and dishonest means. 
In the former case the State can decree 
that the first offer of sale shall be made 
to a national authority. In the latter case 
it ought to enforce prohibitions of the 
promptest and most stringent kind,

Threads of Peace. 


We print elsewhere a letter from Mr. 
Crawford Hartnell which every Irishman 
who has the true welfare of his country 
at heart must read with pleasure. It'shows 
that, in the vital matter of making two 
blades of prosperity grow where one grew 
before, good-will and co-operation between 
North and South find readier expression 
than the heats and hates of politics would 
lead us to believe. All who have attended 
the Dublin Horse Show during the last 
three years will recall the exhibition of 
hand-spinning by the villagers, old and 
young, of Killoe, County Longford. This 
cottage industry was started by Father 
Conefrey during the war, and so well has 
it flourished. that the little community at 
the beginning of this year boasted some 
three hundred áite aáláile a hand- 
loom for weaving woollen cloth and the 
necessary appliances for scutching and 
hackling flax and for carding wool by 
hand. At the Horse Show in 1921 and 
1922 the Countryside Exhibition, as it was 
called, included also the weaving of 
damask on a Jacquard cottage loom; but 
the loom and the weaver were both lent 
to the Exhibition by Mr. Cecil Webb, 
Principal of the Municipal Technical 
School at Lisburn, to which the loom had 
been presented by Mr. Harold Barbour. 
In August last, however, Father Conefrey 
determined to purchase,.if possible, a 
plain linen hand-loom for his villagers, 
and Mr. Webb was again consulted. The 
upshot of the matter has been that a fine 
hand-loom, which had been placed Ly 
Mr. Barbour in the Lisburn Technical 
School, has been presented to Father 
Conefrey and his villagers as a token of 
Lisburn’s good-will. The moral of this 
incident needs no elaboration: Let North 
ha South work together in the littlethings 
that matter, and it may appeat in due 
course that the big and difficult things 
are not, after all, so very big or so very 
dificult.

A Poet’s Plaint. 


Mr. John Masefield is a close student, 
as well as an able exponent, of his craft, 
and when he declares that “for a good 
many years there has been a prejudice 
against poetry’’ in England we cannot 
ignore the statement as the cynical utter- 
ance of the unsuccessful poetaster. Never- 
theless, we are a little puzzled by his 
explanation of this lamentable condition 
of things. He declares, in the first place, 
that prejudice is “ partly due to the poets 
themselves,” Whether this is to be taken 
in praise or disparagement of his fellow- 
artists is not clear. The British public, 
in the fulness of its esthetic maturity, 
may have formed a strong. prejudice 
against bad poets, turgid poets, sloppy 
poets or poets who insist on writing vers 
libre. On the other hand, in the abysms 
of its intellectual savagery, it may have 
become violently prejudiced against good 
poets, advanced poets and the young 
mostly female, who practise 
Vorticism. Mr. Masefield proceeds to say 
that the prejudice is caused by an “ anti- 
esthetic, anti-artistic, anti-poetical and 
anti-grammatical. system of education.” 
"From this we may gather that; in the 
poet's view, the prejudice is against the

| DUBLIN VIEWS. 


No Fears About the Fate of 
the Constitution. 

In political circles in Dublin yesterday 
the crisis in British politics was discussed 
with much interest. The main’ point 
was to what extent, if any, the Irish 
situation was likely to be affected, 

.In general, the opinion was held that, 
so far as the setting up of the Irish Free 
State was concerned, no change in the 
British Government was likely adverseiy 
to affect the situation. 
| This was later on strengthened when 
the text of the messages which have passed 
between Mr. Lloyd George and Mr. 
Cosgrave was disclosed. 


RATIFYING THE TREATY. 


Members with whom an Irish Times re- 
presentatiye discussed the matter held 
that the Treaty and the Constitution 
based upen the Treaty were perfectly 
safe. The endorsement aiready given to 
the Treaty was much more than a mere 
party approval. It was the ratification 
of the British Parliament 2s a whole, re- 
presenting the British people as a whole, 
and that bond no-succeeding Government 
could afford to ignore. In confirmation 
of this the speech of Lord Salisbury on 
Thursday night was quoted. 

The discussion of the Constitution will 
probably be finished on Wednesday or 
Thursday next, and the complete draft 
will immediately be forwarded to London. 

The point which at the moment is not 
clear is whether the Imperial Parliament 
will be immediately called together for 
the special session which was to consider 
the Irish Constitution, or whether a 
general election will take place first. 

That is a matter which will, no doubt, 
be settled within, the next few days. 
Ireland is further interested in the 
British political crisis to this extent: 
when a _ dissolution takes place the 
Southern Irish Parliamentary area will 
cease to have any direct representation 
in the British Parliament. 


IRELAND AND THE NEW

Republican Army Executive’ among motor 
owners and drivers in North Cork, that all 
motor cars or lorries travelling in that area 
after Monday last would be attacked, motor 
vehicles continue to ply between Cork and 
Buttevant ang intermediate districts. ‘White 
fiags are beime flown by drivers to indicate 
their “ neutrality.” No oar has yet been inter- 
fered with further than being stopped, and the 
occupants being questioned as to their business. 

In many cases permits to travel are issued by 
irregular columns moving abdut the country. 


FARMERS HARD HIT. 


Markets and fairs are held as usual in a good 
many of the smaller towns, including Butte- 
vant, Kanturk, and Knocknagree, but owing to 
the absence of railway communication the fairs 
are small, and the demand for cattle and pigs 
is small on account of the cost and difficulty of 
road transport. Prices, however, are low, and 
much hardship is consequently inflicted on 
farmers and breeders. In the majority of cases 
where beasis have been purchased at high prices 
and have been held for a long period, the sell- 
ing prices afford a very inadequate profit. I 
have heard of one case where a dealer effected 
a purchase of 50 pics at a market in North 
Cork, and was compelled to pay at the rate of 
£1 per head for their transport by road to 
Cork City. These expenses, which are the 
direct result of the state of the country, must 
be borne by the farmer. 


WAR SKELETONS. 


FORTY WRECKS LOCATED IN 
THE CHANNEL. 


A Cherbourg telegram, says Reuter, reports 
that two boats engaged in marking war wrecks 
which are likely to endanger navigation be- 
tween Dunkirk and Cherbourg, have located 
forty wrecks off the ports of Dunkirk, Oalais, 
Boulogne, Dieppe, Fecamp, and Havre. The 
wreck of the British cargo boat, Port Nichol- 
on, 10,000 tons, has also. been located near 
Gravelines. The naval authorities will decide 
whether these wrecks can be buoyed or must 
be destroyed. In eddition to the wrecks, the 
boats also found a large sumber of harmless 
mines.

LIFEBOATS UNABLE TO

The French counter-proposals for secur- 
ing reparations from Germany were handed 
to the Reparations Commission yesterday. 

The Note amounts, in effect, to a denial 
that Germany needs a moratorium and to 
a claim that reparations can be exacted, 
and Germany s financial position stabilised, 
by a drastic control by the Allies of Ger- 
many s internal economies. 

The memorandum indicates the methods 
which the Allies should employ to ensure 


that control. 

Contrary to Sir John Bradbury's suggestion, 
the French Delegation on the Reparations Com- 
mission does not think it necessary to anticipate, 
and, therefore, to precipitate, a request for a 
moratorium from Germany for 1923-24 pay- 
ments on account of reparations. Further, this 
moratorium could not be agreed to without 
pledges. Moreover, reparations and the restora- 
tion of healthy finance in belligerent countries 
were problems which were closely allied to each 
other and also to the question of inter-Allied 
debts. 

None of these problems (the memorandum 
says) can be satisfactorily and finally settled if 
treated separately. The Allies recognised this 
when they agreed to the calling of an Inter- 
national Conference, to meet shortly, to discuss 
these questions as a whole. 


RIGOROUS SUPERVASION. 

The French memorandum states that unless 
energetic remedics are taken at once, Germany 
will announce her financial ruin. The French 
delegation, therefore, proposes that there should 
be a rigorous supervision of the Imperial Ger- 
man Budget and those of the German States, 
and suggests a number of measures, including 
the following :— 

A Committee of Guarantees to impose upon the 
German Government, or to prohibit, certain 
_measures to be determined. ; 

Supervision of the revenue and expenditure, 
with power to fix the minimum of the 
revenue to be collected, and the maximum 
of expenditure. 

Loans to the Empire and Federal States to be 
authorised by some organ of, control, and 
to be raised directly by the public. . 

The d it of Treasury Bonds at the Reichs- 

' bank to be etrictly forbidden. 

The Reichsbank to be placed under Allied con- 
trol. 

Measures to prevent the export of capital and 
the hoarding of foreign currency io be re- 
inforeed. 

Issue of gold Treasury Bonds to increase metal 
reserve of Reichsbank, so as to ensure 
success of monetary reform, and to con- 
tribute towards the payment of reparations, 

The final proposal is that the German Govern- 
ment shall continue to levy in gold, or in 
foreign currency, at least twenty-five per cent. 
of the total value of the exports. If the 
Reparations Commission considers that the Ger- 
man Government is not fulfilling ite obligations, 
the Committee of Guarantees shall take posses- 
sion of the sums standing to the credit of this 
acconnt.

QUESTIONS TO MINISTERS.

POINTS IN REPLIES. 


In the Provisional Parliament yesterday 
Minieters had to answer many questions. 

The following are the chief points in answers 
given by the President :— 

The question of providing compensation for 
members of the I.R.A. who were wounded or 
disabled during the period prior to the truce is 
under consideration. It was hoped to make a 
pronouncement at an early date. 

The question of awarding a bonus to tegchers 
in the first division of first class was recom- 
mended by the Commissioners of National 
Fducation. ‘The arolication, however, was re- 
fused by the British Government, and in the 
present state of Irish finance the Provisional 
Government could not see its way to re-open 
the question 

Civil servants who retired upon the change 
of Government were entitled, under Article 10 
of the Treaty, to treatment not tesa favourable 
than that provided by the Government of Ire- 
land Act, 1920. A Commission consisting of two 
official representatives and two representatives 
of the staffs. with an inderendent Chairman, had 
been appointed to go into the matter. 

It was not proposed to remit the income tex 
due by farmers for the vear 1921, or (in view of 
the unprofitahle condition of the farming in- 
dustry) to make some special reduction for 1922. 
It was oren to farmers to obtain relief by prov- 
ing that their profits from farming were short 
of the assessments. 

The Minister for Home Affairs had to answer 
two questions about the Civic Guard. Points in 
his replies were :— 

No instructions had been given to the Civic 
Guard in Mullingar or elsewhere to issue orders 
with reference to the statutory hour of closing 
for licensed premises. 

The Government had not found it possible to 
make provision in the Civie Guard for men who 
resigned from the R.I.C. before the Truce, and 
were over 27 years of age. A committee was 
being set up to find out how many ex-R.I.C. men 
were entit to compensation in accordance 
with the Government's policy. 

The Minister for Agriculture said, in reply 
to a question, that some of the smal! harbours 
on the East and South-East coast were in a 
bad way.

some estates than the prospects suggested, 
whilst on adjoining estates better results have 
been realised than was anticipated. 

So far, however, as pheasants go, in all farts 
of the country, and one can only s generally 
here, ry 4 have greatly improved since the first 

of the nesting season. All the reports, with 
ew exceptions, agree in the main that there are 
very good stocks, in some areas, better than 
last year. One has locally to discount these 
estimates for the difference in situation of 
coverts in a wet season, or a wet season follow- 
ing nesting, makes all the difference between a 
good and a bad year. Both wild and hand- 
reared pheasants have done well. 


A DESIRABLE ALIEN. 


There are two of our game birds that are 
foreigners on our soil. One is the French, cr 
red-legged, partridge, a veritable pest accord- 
ing to some, tolera by others, appraised by 
the few; and the other is the pheasant. It is 
now nearly two thousand years since the 
Caucasian type was introdu by the Romans. 
It will surprise some to know that in the 
Roman coverts the system of rearing adopted 
was quite,on modern lines. But then the 
Romans initiated so many things considered 
new to-day. At any rate, it is pretty certain 
that the alien ES owes its su ul 
colonisation of this country to the fact that, 


being so dependent on man, it has been pre- 
served and reared from early times; and we 
find that for this purpose Henry VIII. em- 


ployed a French priest to rear his pheasants. 
The pheasant of to-day is a ring-necked bird, 
a cross between the old Caucasian bird and the 
Chinese, and the latter is replacing the former. 
As an alien species the gay plumaged bird of 
Colchis is altogether desirable, for has it not 
a fumet of its own, due, in the main, to the 
feast it is afforded when the acorns and beech- 
mast fall? 

Every class of shooting has its characteristics. 
Sport at the covertside is distinguished by the 
manner in which the birds, gathered together 
in covert, by skilful driving at a definite point 
where they are flushed, rise high over the trees, 
and come over the guns assembled outside the 
covert, some inside acting as stops, as rocketers. 
The method of shooting birds in covert, or at 
the covertside, is modelled upon the 
habits of the pheasant. Unless forced 
to et up, the pheasant will run; 
indeed. it will run miles in covert if 
steadily driven. This habit is seized upon for 
the first part of the manceuvre. If a pheasant, 
however, suddenly surprised at one’s feet, is 
made to get up, it rises noisily and almost per- 
pendicularly, till topping the trees it changes 


to safe cover. This alternative habit is again 
utilised to get the birds at the edge of the covert 
to rise and come high over the guns, in the fine 
’rocketting rtyle so welcome to the covert-shocter. 
Thus the method of covert-shooting being based 
ow the bird’s own natural propensities s an 
ideal one, and, barring accidents, always g:ves 


good sport. 
SKULKERS IN THE ROOTS. 


Those birds that come over the guns at the 
covert-side are collected from the surrounding 
gy outlying copses, stubbles, and roots, be- 
fore being driven through the covert. It is, 
indeed, in the roots and on the stubbles that 

heasants are for the most part until the acorns 
Fall, and they have a ready harvest at hand in 
the woods. In “roots” they find excellent 
cover. And they are then veritable skulkers, as, 
indeed, is their habit at the best of times. 
This makes it difficult to put them up. The best 
plan is to beat the roots at right angles to the 
drills and then they cannot run down them, 
for the method of beating by half-mooning pre- 
vents them from breaking out at the flanks, 
and gradually enveloped, they. are forced to 
rise. This they do suddenly and unexpectedly 
and with a noisy clatter. Easy shots as they 
then afford it is not uncommon for a first-rate 
shot to misjudge their pace and distance, for 
they afford a big mark and their pace is de- 


ceptive. 
As the sultan of the woods, the cock 
pheasant, polygamous fellow as he is, and 


too gay a Lothario, becomes a formidable 
opponent if he is thwarted in the object of his 
desires. Every cock bird in spring seeks to 
attract to himself in the manner of the less 
gaudy but equally amorous Chanticleer of the 
farmyard a bevy of five or six hens. They in 
truth are submissive to his ardent wooing. But 
some other cock bird will certainly wish to 
attract to himself a particular hen that is 
especially coveted. And then there are ‘fierce 
skirmishes, which continue till one be victor, 
and carries off the desired hen. When cock

THE SPOILED CHILD. 


Of all human emotions, fear is the least to 
be desired. And to most children fear is an 
perf, ian reality. They may have the kindest 
and nditioned of parents; that does not 
save them. Part of their inheritance, the 
evolutionist will tell you, is an inheritance of 
fear. To be afraid and to be impotent is 
searcely to be happy, and yet the child is often 
both. The adult, with Henley, cah say, “I am 
the master of my fate; I am the captain of 
my soul”; but the child can never say it, for 
it is not the case: when it is unhappy it is 
faced with all that paralysing dread of the un- 
known, which the adult has long since ceased 
to experience, except in an occasional night- 


mare. 
The spoiled child is the unhappiest of all. If 
ou are anything of a philosopher, busy will 
thew why immediately. “In life there are 
two tragedies: one is wanting a thing and 
not getting it; the other is getting it.” Life 
for the spoiled child is a perpetual tragedy of 
the eecond class. One is always wanting things, 
one is always getting them, and one is always 
unsatisfied. Ón the whole, from my own ex- 
perience, I think it is nicer to want things and 
not to get them. ‘To travel hopefully is

If, after all this, you want to know which 
child is the happy child, I shall find it rather 
hard to tell you.

Eliminate the child 
whose parents are unkind, or unsympathetic, 
or over-strict. Even then you have a large 
class left, who are comprised equally of happy 
and unhappy ‘children. In another minute

All the 
same, I believe that certain things contribute 
to happiness. Simplicity, a definitely limited 
number of sensations (í.e., not going to the 
pantomime before you are three), an orderly 
control of life upon the part of the parent, a 
control not irritating, but rather imperceptible, 
and, for the rest, those two “‘ supreme virtues ” 
of which Stevenson spoke—gentleness and cheer- 
fulness.

Russian lady works as. a _ typist 
in an office in Berlin told me that 
in many parts of Russia the older people 
can do naught but die, and that they do this 
like eo many flies, many of them choosing the 
suicide’s end: Two Russian refugees came 
into this lady's office a few hours before our 
conversation. They had not eaten for two 
days, and could find no work. Thousands of 
other refugees were wandering about the streets 
of Berlin on the same fruitless quest. She 
gave her two compatriots a couple of hundred 
marks—a large slice out of her meagre salary— 
but they were. so hungry that they said that 
they could not wait to reach a shop. Had 
she not even a slice of bread to give them? 
Unfortunately, she and the other girls in the 
office had eaten their midday sandwiches, and 
the starving couple rushed out to buy bread. 
They had no ideal to support them in their 
hunger. All they could have was a grievance 
against the world in which other men ate 
meat and drank wine while they starved. But 
a lonely office girl cannot help thousands. Ii 
she gives away too much she herself will starve. 
Just before dawn in any German town, if one 
cares to venture abroad at such an hour, one 
may ee men and women of middle and 
advanced age poking and scraping in the dust- 
bins that strew the footpaths in front of the 
houses. They are of the submerged poor, who 
sally forth only at night to look for scraps, 
and to collect odds and erifls which they may 
sell. One man with whom I spoke collected 
nothing but papers and old rages. He began 
at one o'clock in the morning and continued 
until seven in the evening. Paper is so scarce 
in Germany to-day that, by selling what he 
collected to a paper factory, the old fellow 
was just able to keep himself alive. But he 
had n poor always, he told me, and could 
bear it; some of the others had once been 
comfortable enough, and they were worse off. 
Only the other night, for instance, a middle- 
aged woman, who had used the same “beat” 
as he did, had turned on the ever-useful gae- 
tap and gone into the void in which 
there is no poverty and no care. She 


had been su well off before the. war, and had

THE WOMEN’S FATE. 


In Hamburg there is a home in which 
merchants obtained comfortable little flats for 
their unmarried or widowed daughters before 
the war by paying down a lump sum. This 
secured in addition a small annuity which was 
sufficient for a quiet spinster’s needs when 20 
marke were worth a pound. Now, however, 
although their flats are still there, the old 
ladies receive no more than about 2,000 marks 
(i.e., about three shillings) per month—and this
